The responsibility for disturbing 
international peace, the statement de- 
clares, “clearly rests with Japan, and 
not China. Despite such well-known 
facts, Japan has now declared that 
she., respects 4.the territorint and 
sovereign rights of China, ns well as 
the rights and interests of foreign 
‘Powers. It should be observed that 
by. respect for China's territory and 
sovercign rights, Japan means dis- 
membering of China through 
ereation of various unlawful organi- 
sations to usurp tle sovercign rights 
of China.

You feel 
fear when a bull chases you across 
a field, when oa gangster is pursuing 
you or when you are fighting: against 
soldiers; but during the 50 minutes of 
bombardment all ‘we could do was to 
keep still and let fate decide on our 
lives. It was like a tragic lottery in 
which we were’ expecting our num- 
bers to be drawn at any moment; we 
knew some: of us would be wounded, 
some of us would Ilve and some of 
us would. dic, and there was nothing 
we could do to save ourselves, 


SENSATION OF SURPRISE 


The strongest sensation we had 
was thot of surprise. I was on the 
after deck when the first plane flew 
over us, We had just had luncheon 
and I was talking with some news- 
peper men_ looking. out at the 
landscape. Somebody had just said: 
“This is a very penceful place to 
anchor.” (Laughter). 

Thad seen another war in Ethiopia 
and I. had had a tragic | experience

TAKING REFUGE 


“There was nO time to linger in

The wounded men were cursing, 
and the machine-guns were rattling 
during the bombardment. The cur- 
sing wns such that I hud never heard 
before. I have heard cursing but 
never by seventy” men cursing in 
every breath nnd practically the 
same curses the whole time. It was 
not profane cursing but more ex-~ 
piective and deflnitive of the char- 
acters of the people who were doing 
the bombing. (Laughter), 

. Every window-pane and every 


thing’ else was broken. 
gathering blankets. 
I had a pretly good idea how many 


bombs there would! be in the bomhing 
racks, and I counted ond thought 
that after twenty minutes they would 
be exhausted: however, they seemed 
to go on endlessly. Even when the 
motor-boats and sampans were bring- 
ing people ashore, the bombing went 
on. I was talking with a frfend and 
said to him that it would be a 
terribly silly thing to be killed now 
when the whole thing’ was nearly 
ever, but: the danger was always 


there. 
A MISTAKE ? 


What we did after the bombing 
depended on what we thought was 
the reason for the bombing, . 

We had a Hitle meeting, hidden in 
the rushes at the side of the Yangise. 
It was. only later that I Iearned in 
Shanghal and from the newspapers, 
that the bombing was duc to a mis- 
take. They had received a message 
|-—this-was-not-published-but-was-tgld 
me by a high Japanese officer—that 
a Chinese boat, loaded will troops, 
would go upstream camouflaged by 
the American flag. The message 
came by a usually rellable Chinese 
spy, I suppose, and the order was 
given to bomb the ship, - 33 

We did not know a anything: about 
that at the time, und thought that tt 

as a declared war, ¢ also thought 
it might be the intention “ of the 
Japanese to destroy the gasoling. 
carrying convoy which was with the 
Panay. We oll thought that the fur- 
zthest we could get from the Japanese 
the better off we would be, s0 we did 
not cross the stream to mett the 
Japanese {infantry on tho other side. 
We hid in the rushes untll darkness, 
and then walked to o. village which 
had been found by our Chinese cock 
after some scouting round. 

It was a sad party. We found some 
coolies from the villages round about 
and gave them $5 cach to tako us to 
Hosien, which was about seven miles 
from the first village we struck. No- 
body spoke. We were all walking 
draped. with blankets and still kept 
our safety belts on because they were 
padded and gave us some warmth. 
Our extra clothing was put on the 
wounded.

Has Hitler Changed 
His Mind ? 

Chancellor | Hitler’s recent 
Augsburg specch recalls Signor 
Muasolini’s outspoken deniand 
that Germany shall’ be given a 
place in the sun with the return 
of her African colonics. The 
colonial problem would be 
difficult if the-only question at 
issue were: Ought Germany to 
regain the colonies she ‘lost in 
the World War? But it is 
complicated by a further consi- 
deration. How great is Ger- 
many’s desire. for colonics? 
This is a question we have asked 
ourselves heretofore -in. these 
columns, The Christian Science 
-Monitor's—views—in—the—matter- 
are interesting: 


“Superficially the’ answer, is 
simple enough. At first sight it 
appears unlikely Signor Musso- 
lini should not be acquainted 
with Germany’s policy. But 
there is a.further point: As 
Buropean statesmen see it, if 
Germany does not soon expand 
into a colonial empire, she may 
move: immediately in Central 
Europe. It is obvious that, be- 
tween an, excursion: in the 
neighbourhood of Austria, which 
borders upon Italy, and an ex- 
cursion in ‘Africa, Signor Musso- 
lini would undoubtedly prefer 
that-Germany should try the 
latter.” 


Whitehall and. the Quai 
d'Orsay cannot quite forget that 
Herr Hitler has written an 
elaborate outline of the policy he 
would wish Germany to puraue, 
and it would .appear not to 
include the owning of colonies. 


Herr Hitler’s objections to an 
energetic colonial policy were 
twofold. In the first place, it 
might lead’ Germany into con- 
flict with Britain, whose friend- 
ship he has declared over and 
over again is essential to the 
‘prosperity of Germany. This, 
however, would not in itself {n- 
dicate more than that Germany 
would be willing to delay the 
demand for colonics if Britain 
wero unalterably opposed to it. 
It does not necessarily mean that 
Germany docs not want colonies 
if she can get them.

» The Chinese community, too, 
whilst numerically the “largest, 
has not always taken an interest 
in the development of: the 
Colony; for it was only due to 
the efforts of certain far-sighted 
Governors that the leaders of 
this important group were on- 
couraged to co-operate with the 
Government in the promotion 
of their mutual interests. Con- 
sequently, amongst those Chin- 
ese who ‘vere thus encouraged 
to exert a voice. in the local 
administration are those prominent 
figures oof a peneration — since—- 
the Hlon. Mr, Wong Shing, Sir 
Kal ‘Ho-kul and Dr. Wu Ting 
fang, These men, con account 
of thelr pralseworthy clforts 
to aehleve understanding amongst 
the cosmopolitun clements of our 
Colony, have rendered their terms 
of service on the Legistative Council 
most glorious.

He was the 
‘Chairman of the Tung Wah Hospital 
Committee, 181-83, and yytain from 
1688-90, and, In ndditlon, from. the 
commencement of his public’ carcer 
until his retirement, be‘served on all 
the commisslons appointed by the 
local administration to enquire inte 
matters affecting his community, In 
particular, Slr Boshan devoted him- 
self to the cause of Jaw and order 
and rendered much useful service to

‘Wel Kwong. This gentleman was 
during the time of Sir -Boshan's 
boyhood an influential figure in the 
business world of the Colony, being 
the: compradore of the Chartered 
Mercantile Bank of India, London 
and China, which Js now known as 
the Mercantile Bank of Indio, Ltd. 
His father's wealth enabled Sir 
Boshnn to secure a well-rounded 
education. He was privately tutored 
In the Chinese Classics for ten yeurs, 
and later was sent to the Govern- 
ment Central School ‘in order to 
obtain the fundamentals of a Western 
education. 


Business ‘ Career 


The headmaster at the time was 
Frederick Stewart, LL. D., an English 
gentleman and scholar who made a 
vivid impression on the mind of the 
youth, so that he became imbued 
with the iden of going: abroad for 
further study. In 1867, at the age 
of elghteen yenrs, -this wish . was 
gratified when bis father sent him 
to England, where he was placed ‘in 
the Stoncygate School at Lelcester. 
Here he remained for a year, then 
proceeding’ to’ Scotland, — where: he 
‘entered the Dollar Institutlon, After 
hls graduation in 1672,.Sir Boshan, 
now a young mon of twenty-three, 
embarked on a- short. tour of the 
Continent,. and then returned to the 
Colony, It may be mentioned that 
he was one of the first Chinese fo go 
abroad for the purpose of advanced 
‘study, et 

After his return, Sir Boshan 
joined the Mercantile Bank as an 

‘assistant to his father, Upon the

After the subsidence of — the 
cpidemic, the general public of the 
Culony, in token of his herole und 
herculean efforty in cleaning up the 
slum sections in the Chinese quarter, 
presented him with a gold ‘medal 
and a letter of thanks. é 

Sir Boshan was uu iman of great 
vision, and ag far back in 1890, 
contemplated the construction of a 
vallway from Kowloon to Canton und 
from thence to Peiping—a project 
which has been partially materialised 
in that rond of stecl to the Cantonese 
provincial matropolls—the I.C.R. 
But despite the foct that Sir Boshan 
and his supporters in the Colony had 
sunk ¢cnormous sums tn.the project, 
the Manchu oligarchy were — stil 
unready to vouchsafe oMeial ald and 
bring the dream into reality, and 
consequently the plan ended in a 
miserable, failure,

“Accused then produced another 
dish into which he .poured somo 
yellow liquid. After dabbing the 
note with the iquid he repeated the 
first experiment—wrapping the note, 
together with pieces of paper, Into 
the’ roll, He rolled: for 20 or 30 
minutes and then went to the Iit- 
chen.

He came out with a basin 
full of water and put the roll In it.

“NANY of our long-established 

shipowners are innately - 
conservativa and should be 
thoroughly ashamed of the kind 
of tonnage they have built in the 
last few ycars to acrug important 
Empire routes,” says A. C. Hardy, 
author of “Scaways ,and Sco 
Trade,” in an article in the’ cur- 
rent issue of The Crown Colonist.

This was that well-known , per= 
sonality—Sir Boshon Wel Yuk—7 
man, who was prominently identified 
with the business’ activities of the 
Colony and took a great interest In 
public work, .serving the Chinese 
community for many years on the 
Legislative Council, on which fe did 
much useful and, valued service. 

Slr Boshan Wel Yuk was born at 
Hongkong tn 1849 and died at his 
residence in Wongneichony, Happy 
Valley, on December 16, 1921, 

The ancestral seat of his family 


a ———_——-——.wns--—the—~-distriet —of—Heungshon: 


(Chungshan) contiguous to Macao, 
and the first of the Hne to settle in 
the Colony was Sir Boshan's father, 
Wet Kwong. This ‘gentleman was 
during , the time of Sir Boshan’s 
boyhood an‘influcntial figure In the 
business world of the Colony, being 
the ‘compradore of the Chartered 
Merenntile Bank of Indla, London 
and China, which Js now known as 
the Mercantlic Bank of Indla, Ltd. 
His father's wealth enabled Sir 
Boshan to ‘secure ao well-rounded 
education.” He was privately tutored 
in the Chinese Classics for ten years, 
‘and later was sent to the Govern- 
ment Central School in order to 
obtain the fundamentals of o Western 
education. . : 


.Business Career 


The headmaster at the time was 
Frederick Stewart, LL. D., an English 
gentleman and scholar who made a 
vivid impression on the mind of the 
youth, so that he became imbued 
with the idea of going abroad for 
further, study,’ In 1867; at the uge 
of clghtcen years, this wish was 
gratified when his father’ sent him 
‘to England, where he was, placed in 
the Stoneygate School at: Leicester. 
Here he remalned for a year, then 
proceeding. to Scotland, where: he 
entered the Dollar Institution. 
his graduation in. 1872, Sir Boshan, 
now a young man of twenty-three, 
embarked on o short tour of the 
Continent, and then returned to the 
Colony. It may be mentioned that 
-he was one of the frst Chinese to to 
abroad. for tho purpose of advanced 


study. 

his return, Sir, Boshan 
joined the Mercantile Bank as an 
assistant to his father. Upon the 
death of his father in 1879, In ac- 
cordance with the laudable precepts 
af old-style Chinese tradition, Sir 
Boshon retired from duty for three 
"ycaras, “At the completion of thia 
prescribed, period of mourning, he 
took up his. father’s post of com- 
pradore, and retnined It for many, 
yenrs. [vdeed, It is stated that he 
and hisrather spent some fifty-three 
years in the bank’s employ—a unique 

record of devoted gervice, + 
He was appointed a Justice of the 
‘Peace, In 1883, and, in December, 
1996, became an Unofficlal Member 
of the Legislative Councll, represent~ 
-ing tho interest, of his community 
inti his. advanced - age forced' his 
rotirement on Octobor.-23, 1917. Sir

Dofence And Trade. 
Discussed 


. | London, Jan. 18. 

Conversations between the United 
Kingdom Ministers .and Mr, De 
Valera and his collragues were. con- 
tinued at Downlng Street thls morning 
and this afternoon. ‘ommuniqucs 
issued at end of cach session indicate 
that the discussion begun yesterday 
was continued, and that some of the 
matters discussed yesterday came 
under further review. The’ discus- 
stons will be resumed at noon to- 
morrow and a mecting ‘has been 
arranged for 10 o’clock at the Board 
of Trade between the Minltsters 
specially concerned with the ques~ 
tions. of trade and agricultare, . 

It fs thought Ilkely in well-informed 
elreles that the preliminary stage of 
these conversatlons will be concluded 
to-morrow, and that Mr. De Valera 
and his colleagues will be able to re- 
turn to Dublin either to-morrow 
evening or on Thursday. 

It was well understood fram the 
beginning that the present conversa- 
tions between the two governments 
were in the nature of a preliminary 
exploration of outstanding questlons 
affecting the two countries. It was 
not contemplated thot such an 
exploratory discussion would lead 
immediately to' a formal agreement. 
At. this stage, neither the United 
Kingdom nor Eire are entering Into 
new commitments, or being relieved 
of thelr commitments, but when the 
conversations are adjourned, a value 
nble joint survey by stufesmen of the 
two countries will have been made, 
nnd will provide a basis for a more 
detailed study by officials In London 
and Dublin In the interval before the 
conversations are renewed. : 


DEFENCE, TRADE AND 
ANNUITIES DISCUSSED 


To-day'’s conversation extended 
over two and quarter hours, ond 
questions of defence and trade, and 
the annuities ‘question were further 
examined. As was -to be expected 
the partition Issue was not raised 
again to-day, the position of the two 
sides having been made completely 
elear yesterday as recorded in the 
oficial communique. It is understood 
plans have already been made for a 
further examination of the questions 
of defence, finance and trade to be 
carricd on between officials of the 
two: governments, These exchanges 
are bound to take a few weeks and

This wos that well-known per- 
sonallty—Sir Boshan Wel Yulk-—a 
man who was prominently identified 
with the business activiti®s of the 
Colony and took a great interest in 
public work, serving the Chinese 
community for. many years on the 
Legistative Council, on which he did 
much uscful and valued service. 


Sir Boshan Wel Yuk was born nat 
Hongkong in 1849 ond died at his 
residence “in Wongnetchong, Happy 

. Valley, on, December 16, 1921. 


The ancestral seat of his family. 


— was-—the— dlstriet— of —Heungshan- 
(Chungshan) contiguous to Macao, 
find the first of the line to settle in 
the Colony was Sir Boshan’s father, 
-Wel Kwong. This gentleman was 
during the time of Sir Boshan's 
‘boyhood an influential figure in the 
business world of the Colony, being 
the compradore of the.

His father's wealth, enabled Sir 
Boshan to secure a_ well-rounded 
edycation. He was privately tutored 
in the Chinese Classics for ten years, 
nnd later was sent to the Govern- 
ment Central School Jn order to 
obtain the fundamentals of o Western 
education. 


Business Career 


The headmaster at the time was 
Frederick Stewart, LL, D., an English 
gentleman and scholar who made a 
vivid impression on the mind of the 
youth, ‘so that he became imbued 
with the idea of going © abroad for 
further ‘study. In 1867, at the ‘age 
of elghteen years, this wish was 
gratified when his father sent hinv 
to England, where he was placed in 
the Stoncygate School at Leicester. 
Here he remained for a yenr, then 
proceeding to -Scotland, where he 
entered the Dollar Institution, After 
his. graduation: in 1672, Sir Boshan, 
now a young man of twenty-three, 
embarked on a short tour of the 
Continent, and then returned to the 
Colony. It may be mentioned that 
he was.one of the first Chinese to go 
«abroad for the purpose of advanced 
_ study. 

After his return, Sir  Boshan 
joined the Mercantile Bank as an 
assistant to his father. Upon the 
death of his father in 1879, in ace 
cordance with the laudable precepts 
of old-style -Chincse tradition, Sir 
Boshan retired from duty for threo

\ Public Life 


His public spirit was noteworthy, 
and he served on practically every 
committee organised during: a period 
of well over fifty years. He was the 
‘Chairman of the. Tung Wah Hospital 
Committee, 1881-83, and again from 
1888-90, and, In addition, from = the 
commencement of, his public carcer 
untit his retirement, he served on all 
the commissions appointed by the 
local administration to enquire into 
anatters affecting his comunity. In 
particular, Sirs Boshan devoted him- 
self to the cause of Jaw and order 
and rendered much uscful service to 
{Britulin in ‘connection with the 
negotiations between the Govern- 

ent of Hongkong and that of 
Kwangtung for the pacifying of the 
Chinese {inhabitants of the Naw 
Territorics at the time of Its cession 
tg the Crown upon uo 99 years lease 
in’ 1699, . 


The interest Which .he displayed in 
the promotion of law and order was 
such that ie advocated the founding 
of the Hongkong District Watchmen’s 
Force, The importance of this law~ 
upholding body was fully reallsed by 
Gir Francis Henry May who stated 
that when he (Sir Francis) was the 
Captain-Superintendent of Police 
“Sir Boshan rendered services which 
1 shall never forget and for which 
I'shall atways be grateful.” 

The Chinese Government wai also 
indebted to him on many .occasions 
for his efforts in securing the ex- 
tradition of Cantonese criminals who 
had attempted to find sanctuary In 
the Colony. 


Public Health. Efforts 

Diirinjg Ui drewded outbreak” of 
bubonic plague in Hongkong In 
1894, Sir Boshan: exerted every 
effart to gain the co-operation of the 
Chincre masses by recommending the 
strictest observation of matters of 
sanitation. So successful was his 
work in the advocacy of more 
thorough sanitary mesures in the 
Colony that he has been regarded 
ns the “Father of the: present Sanl- 
tary Board." : 

After the subsidence of — the 
epidemic, the general public of the 
Colony, in token of his heroic and 
herculean efforts in cleaning up the 
slum sections in the Chinese quarter, 
presented him with o gold medal 
and uo letter of thanks, 

Slr Boshan was ao man of great 
vision, ond as ‘far. -back in 1890, 
contemplated the construction of a 
‘railway from Kowloon to Canton and 
from thence to Pelplng—a project 
which has ‘been partlally materialised 
In that road of steel to the Cantonese 
provincial matropolls—the K.C.R. 
But despitg the fact that Sir Boshan 
and hts supporters in the Colony had 
sunk enormous sums'in the project,’ 
the Mahchu oligarchy were _ still 
unrendy to vouchsufe ofMficinl ald and 
‘bring the dream into reality, and 
consequently the plan ended in a 
miserable failure. wa oy 

The valuable services which Sit 
Boshan rendered to the Colony 
through so many, years were rc~ 
cognised and detply appreciated by 
the’ Crown, and in 1910 he was 
knighted by King Edward VI. He 
was also the recipient of the Com- 
panionship of the most distinguished 
Order of St. Michael and St, George. 

The quiet, unobtrusive manner of 
the man endeared him to all, and 
hls death nt the age of 72 yenrs was 
recorded with deep regret. The 
then Governor, Sir Reginald Edward 
Stubbs, nt a mecting of the Legis- 
latlve Council on December 29, 
1921 uttered the following tribute to 
his memory: “Gentlemen, before

Britain’ cannot allow 
Hongkong to be isolated, nor can 
China, whose other, opportunities of 
obtaining munitions are very slight” 

If Dr, Sun Fo had really sald the 
above, then your comment upon it 
os “smacking rather propaganda 
and something of bad toate” would 
have been perfectly justifiable, and 
Dr. Sun Fo's friends would’ have 
nothing to say to it, Unfortunately, 
-your editorial was based upon a re= 
port which had “grossly misquoted" 
him, according to.a wite from him 
ot Rangoon on January. 9, in answer 
to enquirles from his friends In Hong- 
kong. 

Ata time tike the present when 
rumours are so.casily mistaken for 
gospel: truth, «when remarks = [n- 
nocently made are often twisted by 
lnborious Ingenuity into dark sayings 
of sinister’ import,and when it be- 
hoves everyone who has the good 
relutions between Engkand and 
China nt heart to be studiously care- 
ful to avold even the suspicion of 
fishing in troubled waters, 1 think 
you will agree with me that St Is un- 
wise to jump at conclusions before the 
relevant facts upon which to found 
sound conclusions are known, The 
Jast thing that any responsible Chin- 
ese particularly Dr, Sun Fo, would 
Nke to see Is to have England cm- 
broiled In the present Sino-Japanese 
War. We Chinese realize only too 
clearly that Ching can only be’ saved 
‘through her own efforts, and most 
certainly not by creating Bad blood 
between England and Japa over 
Hongkong.

“Whatever the circumstances, the 
Chinese Government is exerting the 
utmost to maintain the sovereign 
rights and territorial and administra- 
tive integrity of China. Any terms 
for the restoration of peace, jf they 
do not‘conform with this principle 
are necessarily unacceptable to 
China.” = 

“In tht meantime, all acts such os 
unlawful organisations’ which have 
been set up under Japanese military 
occupation, are considered null and 
vold, both internally and externally, 
by the Chinese Government." 


What Japan Really Means 


After reviewing the present hos- 
tilities since the outbreak of the 
Lukouchiao incident, the statement 
recalls the “ruthless destruction by 
the Japanese -of property’ and life in 
China,” and that thls action violates 
international Jaw and the Kellogg 
Anti-War Pict and Nine-Power 
Treaty has been unmistakably pro- 
nounced by the nations of the world. 

The responsibility for disturbing 
international peace, the statement de- 
clares, “clearly rests with Japan, and 
not China. Despite such well-known 
facts, Japan has now declared that 
she respects the territorlal and 
sovereign rights.of China, as well as 
the rights and interests of forcign 
Powers. It.should be observed that 
by respect for China's territory and 
sovereign rights, Japan means dis- 
membering of China through the 
creation of various unlawful organi- 
sations to usurp the sovereign rights 
of China, Likewise, by respect for 
the rights of foreign Powers, Japan 
means the securing of monopolistic 
rights through her predominant posl- 
tion In China."—Reuter,
